I wifli I 
were able to give you a better Account, but have 
never feen nor heard of any Remarks made upon it, 
or any Account where it was found, but I think it 
was in this County. It is a Wreath of Gold, weigh- 
ing, as near as I can judge, nine Ounces. I believe 
it is without Alloy, being very pliable ; it anfwers 
cxaftly Virgil's Defcription, o^».V. 5 5 8. and 559. 

'Pars leves humero pharetras : it peBorefummo 
Flexilis ohtorti per collum cir cuius ami. 

It being ^joined here with the ^haretra, and being 
very proper for carrying a Quiver, inclines me to 
think, that the Gauls, from whom the Romans took 
it, ufed it for that Purpofe; but among the latter it 
feems to have been worn as an Ornament, rather than 
a thing of Ufe. There are feveral Paffages in the 

Hifto- 
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Hiftotians, which mention its being given as a Re- 
ward for military Service, It is fometimes defcribcd 
as a Chain confiding of feveral Links 5 but mine is all 
one Piece, without any Link or Joints, and takes its 
Flexibility from the Purcnefs of the MetaL 

I doubt not there are many Gentlemen of the 
Society, who can give a better Account of the 
Torques than I can. if, for your own Satisfadtion, 
you have a mind to be further informed of the Ufe' 
of it among the Antients, you may, I believe, find 
it in a Treatife written by one John SchejferuSy de 
Antiquorum TorquibuSy which is printed in Gr^vmss 
CoUcftions, but I have not the Book here. 

I have not forgot the Oil or Scum which floats on 
the Sea about Midfummer^ and will endeavour to 
have fome faved the next Seafon.
